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PREFACE. 



This manual is intended as an aid to Christians 
who desire, with due and meet prayers and suf- 
frages, to take that part in the Communion of Saints 
which consists in praying for the repose of the souls 
of those who ** have gone before us with the sign 
of faith, and do now rest in the sleep of peace," 

The « Office of the Dead" is faithfully repro- 
duced from the Breviary of the Latin Church : 
the translation being intended for Catholics of the 
Anglican Rite, the Psalter in the Common Prayer 
Book and the Authorized Version of the Scriptures 
have been closely adhered to in the Psalms and 
Lessons. The Song of Ezechias has been given 
according to the rendering in the Primer of 1546 ; 
as this book was, apparently, the source whence 
the renderings of the Canticles in our present Prayer 
Book were derived, it appeared appropriate to con- 
form the Canticle in this Office to the same version. 
The translator is much mdebted to the vigorous 
renderings of Collects, Antiphons, Responds, &c.,.
